He saw no in¬ 
consistency in a man’s being a Cana¬ 
dian national though he is not a Brit- 
ist subject in Australia,

boin in the United States, naturalized j 
a British subject under Canadian law, 
and now living in England, the Min¬ 
ister give the information that, if ull 
the facts were as stated, he would not 
be a Canadian national because he 
w as hot born in Canada. When he was 
a British subject, but in addition to 
being a British subject, iFnot born in 
Canada, he must have acquired a Can¬ 
adian domicile,

THE CATTLE EMBARGO 


There is a great deal of division 
among cattle dealers as to whether 
the embargo on cattle entering the 
United Kingdom on the noof Is an ad¬ 
vantage or disadvantage. The embar¬ 
go is not directed against Canada 
alone. It applies to many other coun¬ 
tries as well and was first put into ef¬ 
fect as a precaution against some con¬ 
tagious diseases. So cattle men say it 
was a distinct advantage to have cat¬ 
tle, finished and slaughtered to save 
offal. Others say it was difficult by 
reason of climatic disadvantages to 
properly and profitably finish cattle 
here for the British market. One thing 
however, is certain, viz., that our cat¬ 
tle are free from the diseases which 
first gave cause for the embargo and 
the British authorities admit it. If the 
truth were fully told;, they could add 
that It is now a protective measure 
which they have a perfect right to put 
into operation to assist the cattle 
raisevs of Britain. Being wedded to 
free trade they prefer an embargo to 
a tariff. The latter name smacks too 
much of protection for the free tiade 
doctrinaires of England.

The federal government was asked 
the question* last week: “What sums 
of money have been paid the govern¬ 
ment of Canada with respect to ap¬ 
plications for oil leases in the prov¬ 
ince of Alberta from the first day of 
January, 1920, showing such payments 
in totals month by month to the lat¬ 
est date? ’ 

The government’s reply shows that 
the sum of $529,883 was received up 
to the end of February of this year, 
a period covering fourteen months. 

It is estimated that the province 
will receive from the federal govern¬ 
ment as subsidy the sum of $1,600,- 
000, of which sum, one-third, if not 
more, will be secured by Ottawa by 
way of payment on oil leases alone. 
The federal government wilL receive 
in addition the returns from timber 
concessions, coal mining and other 
mineral rights, and from crown lands.
